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(57) SCOPE OF UTILITY MODEL APPLICATION 

1 . A speaker apparatus for a television, comprising: 

a pair of horns (5, 6) for guiding sound, each horn being defined by walls (31, 32, 41, 
42) and an opening (3, 4) that is provided adjacent to each side of a cathode -ray tube (2) 
installed in a cabinet (1); 

a pair of baffle plates (7, 8), each baffle plate being provided in a rear portion of each 
horn; 

a pair of speakers (9, 10), each speaker being attached to a central portion of each baffle 
plate; 

a pair of speaker boxes (11, 12), each speaker box being connected to each baffle plate 
behind each speaker and having a height fully occupying an inner height of the cabinet; 
a pair of separators (13, 14) that obliquely partition the inside of the speaker box (11, 
12), 

wherein a first bass-reflex port (15) of the speaker (9) has an open end at an upper distal 
portion of the separator (14) such that the open end is placed on a further side of the 
speaker (9), and 

wherein a second bass-reflex port (16) of the speaker (10) has an open end at a lower 
distal portion of the separator (13) such that the open end is placed on a further side of 
the speaker (10). 

2. The speaker apparatus for a television according to claim 1, further comprising a pair 
of through holes (19, 20), each through hole communicating a space (17, 18) behind a 
curved portion of each baffle plate (7, 8) with the inside of each horn (5, 6) so as to 
form a Helmholtz resonator. 



BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 

Fig. 1 is an external perspective view showing a speaker apparatus for television 

according to first and second embodiments of the present invention; 

Figs. 2 to 4 show the first embodiment of the present invention, Fig. 2 is a see through 
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drawing, Fig. 3 is a see through drawing showing a front view excluding a ray cathode 
tube, and Fig. 4 is a sectional view taken along the line IV - IV of Fig. 3; and 
Figs. 5 to 7 show the second embodiment of the present invention, Fig. 5 is a see 
through drawing, Fig. 6 is a see through drawing showing a front view excluding a ray 
cathode tube, and Fig. 7 is a sectional view taken along the line VII - VII of Fig. 6.
